OTTAWA, Feb, 23.—Ottawa rose

gion for the funeral on Saturday of 
Bir Wilfrid Laurier, the great tribune 
and the Bayard of his race in the Do- 
minion. There will be no reproach 
When posterity asks if the closing 
honors were commensurate with the 
Nfe service and ite lofty character. 
Nothing that should have been done 
was left undone, Nothing was added 
that would mar the charm and fair 
@ignity of a good life. The closing 
@cénes were such as those privileged 
to behold them will not willingly erase 
from their recollection, 

The program of the state funeral 
Was minutely carried out. It was 
stately and noble. These were ite 
@eepest characteristics. Yet there was 
mo sign of undue sorrow. “Not a 
@rum was heard, not a funeral note” 
even, except within the cathedral 
ehurch. But there was rather a 
@rand unbidden spontaneity of hom- 
ege and of that reverential grief as of 
mnmembers of a vast family. 

Signs of Mourning Everywhere 

Almost everywhere along the mile 

da half route from the Victoria 
{ueeum to the Basilica, where the 
funeral eervices were held, there were 
Grapings of black and purple, graced | 
here and there with the Grecian trib- 
te of unfading laurel.

Over the portico of 
the latter there were half-masted the

The requiem mass of the Roman 
Catholic church, sung in all the elab- 
eration of ritual, was to music com- 
ron by the Abbe Porosi. While un- 
amiliar compared with some masses, 
ft was full and resonant and was ad- 
mirably suited to the fine bass and 
alto voices of the choir and antiphony. 
Its marvelous dignity was fully appre- 
ciated by the large number of Prot- 
estants in the nave.

GERMAN REPORT 
JUTLAND LOSSES 
ABOUT CORRECT 


British Official = 


Verifies German Report of 
Casualties and Damage 


LONDON, Feb, 22—There is no rea- 
pon to doubt the substantial accuracy 
f the German official account of the 
losses suffered by the German fleet 
1 the Jutland naval battle, May 31, 
916, it is learned officially by Reu- 
er's, The German figures published | 
ay 16, 1916, showed that the casual- 
jes to fleet's personnel were: 

Officers, killed or missing, 172; 
wounded, 41, other ratings, killed or 
“7 i 2414; wounded, 440, Total, 
076. 


Official details of damage done to 
Individual ships follow: 

Battleship Koenig struck about 15 
times and badly damaged. Ship went 
flown by the head until her foecastle 
Was only six and one half feet above 
water, The crew of the forward tor- 
pedo tube was imprisoned until the 
thip was placed in dry dock June 5. 
Four fires were started on the ship 
and Admrial Hehnke was wounded 
in the head. The casualties on board 
were heavy. 

Cruiser Seydlitz hit by 28 shells 
and one torpedo from a British des- 
troyer. Her forecastle was riddled and 
her fore turret was put out of action. 
[The entire crew of the turret and 
magazine was killed with the excep- 
Non of three or four men, The ship 
was beached in a sinking condition 
but was afterward refloated and re- 
pelene. She suffered heavy casual-

Few people attended the actual in- 
terment at Notre Dame _ cemetery. 
Lady Laurier, ‘with the nearest 
mourners, and accompanied by a 
nursing sister, was at the closing 
scene. The bereaved lady bore her 
grief with dignity and reserve. The 
ritual was performed by Rev. Father 
Lajeune of Ottawa. |

Ottawa, Feb. 22.—At the funeral 
services in the basilica, Archbishop 
Mathiew Regina, speaking in French, 
said: 

“He has gone before the tribunal of 
God to render account of his life, and

is not dead. The soul of Wilfrid Laur- 
jer lives in a better world.” 

Monsignor Mathieu referred to the 
high esteem in which Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier waa held by all sections of the 
community, the sincere homage paid 
to his memory. 


Sir Wilfrid, Monsignor Mathieu 
went on, loved his country and he 
loved it passionately. He gave his 


whole life to it up to the last minute. 
He loved his fellow countrymen and 
tried to bring them together in con- 
cord and harmony. ‘He understood,” 
Monsignor Mathieu went on, “and 
tried to make others understand that 
we are not born to hate each other, 
but to love each other. He was con- 
vinced and tried to convince others 
that we in Canada should be united

G. W. V. Button or Memorial 
Hall—Which? 


An arrival from distant parts ap- 
peared in the person of H. Wilson, 
who arrived on Friday's train, to- 
gether with hie family, from Rhodesia, 
Africa, after a trip covéring a space 
of over eix months, and during which 
many eventful incidents occurred, and 
many foreign points were visited, ow- 
tng to the submarine infested waters 
and the many regulations and restric- 
tions placed on the travelling public. 

Mr. Wilson and family, on deciding 
to move from Africa to Grande 
Prairie, expected to make the trip via 
England and took passage according. 
ly. However, owing to submarines 
and war-time regulations, the course 
was changed, the trip being made via 
China and Japan, at which latter place 
the party was forced to make a six- 
week stopover. 

From conversation with Mr. Wilson, 
{t would appear that while conditions 
are quite favorable in some respects 
in Africa at the present time, the epi- 
demic has made terrible ravages 
among the inhabitants of some dis- 
tricts, Durban being one of the places 
that was particularly hard hit. Mr, 
Wilson is at present residing in town, 
but contemplates taking up land in 
the vicinity. 

The annual financial statement of 
the town for the year ending Decem- 
ber 31, 1918, has been completed and 
copies are being furnished ratepayers 
from the town office. This method 
has been adopted by the council of 
giving a detailed account of their 
stewardship in a way more effective 
and economical than through publica- 
tion in local newspapers of an abstract 
statement. The council was enabled 
to get out several huntired copies of 
this detailed statement at practically 
no expense, by the use of a mimeo- 
graph machine. 


A review of the activities of the 
board of health would show that sixty 
patients were treated in the temporary 
isolation hospital here during the re- 
cent epidemic, and that the total ex- 
penditure for this purpose was ap- 
proximately $3,000. The expense was 
necessarily high, as practically every- 
thing in the line ofbedding, mattresses 
utensils, etc., had to be purchased, 
and a large portion of the bedding, 
etc., had to be destroyed. In addition 
to the expenditures a great deal of the 
help was voluntary and the donations 
of food, more particularly soups, ete., 
amounted to considerable during the 
first week or so of the operation of 
the hospital. The actual cost per 
patient per day was approximately $4. 

On Saturday, February 15th, the 
annual meeting of the Grande Prairie 
Agricultural Society was held in the

been read and discugsed, the election 
of officers for the coming year was 
proceeded with Mr. Harris declin- 
ing to accept the presidency for an- 
other year, four candidates were nom- 
inated to fil! this office as follows:

The ballot 
taken resulted in Mr. Carveth's elec- 
tion as president, while the honors of 
first and second vice-presidents fell 
to Mr. Newton and Mr. McFarlans, 
respectively. The secretary-treasurer 
and auditor will be appointed by the 
new directorate at their first meeting 
On the board of directors, many of 
last year's executive were retained, 
although a new departure was initia- 
ted in the decision to have a repre- 
sentation of women on thie year’: 
board. Mr. Macklin, Mr. Boyd and 
others spoke strongly in favor of 
having women judges for women's 
work. At this point attention was 
called to the fact that at the fair here

In addl- 
tion to assisting centres in the cities 
it was thought that a number of smal- 
ler centres could be successfully 
grouped and assisted in establishing 
training centres for returned men and 
others. However, he thought a defin- 
ite understanding should be arrived at 
between the province and the federal 
authorities and he announced that Mr. 
Howard Stutchbury, secretary of the 
commission, would be sent by the gov- | 
ernment to Ottawa for the purpose of 
ascertaining just what the _ federal 
government intended to do in regard 
to the re-training and education of | 
returned men who were fit. Many of 
these soldiers were mere youths and 
their further education must become 
the duty of one or both of the gov- 
ernments. 

Hon. G. P. Smith suggested that the 
vocational officers of the Dominion 
should forward to his department tn- 
stances where returned non-casualty 
men sought re-training and such could 
not be provided by the federal schools. 
“We are willing to do anything on the 
earth or under it for these men.” said 
Mr. Smith, “and will certainly not 
hesitate to help out the cases where a 
conflict between provincial and fed- 
eral obligations might work injustice,”

Prohibition being the law of the 


land it is the business of the auth 
orities to enforce that law to the 
limit, and it is not advisable that 
expression should be given to any 
view which would countenance 
Jaxity on their part. It is idle 
however, to ignore the fact that 
enforcement of the liquor law is 
made more difficult than the en- 
foreement of other laws by a 
radical difference in the nature of 
the offence. When something is 


stolen the party who suffers loss | 


promptly informs the police and 
helps them locate and punish the 
off. ader. When one man sells 
another a bottle of whiskey the 
purchaser does not feel that he 
has been done an injury, but that 
he is the recipient of a favor, and 


he is quite as anxious to keep the | 


police from learning of the trans- 
action as the seller. An offence 
cannot be investigated and the 
offender apprehended until the 

thorities are first made aware 
that the offense has been commit- 
ted. In the enforcement of the 
liquor law it is more difficult to 
find out that offences haye been 
committed than it is to trace down 
the parties responsible after the 
committal of an offence has been 
discovered, 

Nor is there on the part of the 
publie generally the same attitude 
toward the dispenser of forbidden 
liquor as there is toward offenders 
against other laws. People who 
have not suffered by his depreda- |
